Mr. Harris has been a mem- 


ber of the state board of control for eight 
years. 
Appointed by former liovornor 


Philipp. he has never let an opportunity 
pass to improve conditions in our peni- 
tentiaries, reformatories or houses of cor- 
rection.

IMMIGRATION AND LABOR 


SHORTAGE 


Demand for labor in some lines of in- 


dustry which has already come with re- 
viving prosperity is beiner used in cer- 
tain quarters as an argument for Break- 
ing down all limits to the quantity of im- 
migration. 
This is a mistake both from 


an industrial and economic, as well as 
from a civic and political point of view. 
Because we need men in certain lines of 
production is no reason 
for importing, 


as we arc now doing, a lot of people who 
are not capable of work on those lines, 
but only a-Jd to the class of peddlers and 
traders which produces nothing and in- 
creases the numbers who have to be fed 
and clothed by our productive industry. 
Letting down the bars would 
increase 


this importation ten fold, but would not 
give us what we want. 


If. instead of letting down the bars, 


•we should «hift labor from the coal in- 
dustry, for instaii'-e. where there are too 
many mines and miners, into kindred in- 
dustries where there is complaint of a 
shortage of labor we would be able to 
save the expense of a standing army of 
the partially employed, beside which the 
cost of our military establishment is a 
mere trifle. 
If we could get rid of sea- 


sonal employment 
in certain trades, as 


certain industries are now studying to 
do. th^re is another still larger standing 
army of the partially employed which 
could be taken off our backs without the 
import of a single immigrant. 
Tf the 


bars arc not up. our employers will not 
put their ability into solving these prob- 
lems, for they can then turn to Kllis 
Island whenever they need more hands. 


By proper selection, within the nu- 


merical limit which now exists, we could 
no doubt bring in an amply sufficient sup- 
ply of the kind of laborers we may really 
need, for the desirable kind comes only 
in answer to a real demand. In that way 
we would admit only those 
whom we 


really want for future fellow-citizens. The 
policy of l i m i t i n g numbers and selecting 
carefully, if we can now establish it. bids 
fair in the long run to give us a con- 
tented population with steady employ- 
ment, with American traditions, and an 
American standard of living.

Pain anywhere in the body interferes with diges- 


tion. Severe pain wili produce nausea or vomiting. 
Frequent or recurring pain will obviously set up 
"nervous dypepsia." So will a bad conscience, wor- 
ry, fear, anger, hatred, jealousy, and business anx- 
iety. "A "sickening pain" is a common expression. 
"Pii'h headache," may produce nausea and vomit- 
ing—an instance of pain inhibiting or preventing 
digestion.

Th* 
federal reserve banks today have re- 
serves equal to about 76 per cent of 
their note and deposit liabilities, Tho 
res«rv» required is between 35 per 


cent and 40% per cent. 
It is true, 


that when foreign countries begin ,to 
get on their feet, it will be necessary 
to send much of this gold back. For 
the present, however, this gold repre- 
sents the basis on which a consider- 
able expansion of credit can be fcuilt. 
It guarantees to us a relatively easy 
money rate, until heavy gold exports 
are resumed. During the coming year, 
borrowers need have little fear of a 
lack of funds for all legitimate pur- 
poses, and this also applies to long- 
term money, that is, capital for per- 
manent investment.

The mother must learn to handle 


her baby carefully. 
His bones are 


still cartilage and they 
bend 
and 


break easily. 
Other bad effects of 


too much or too careless 
handling 


are sore and painful muscles, which 
make the baby cross. 


Handling after eating, upsets the 


baby's digestion. 
Jolting, 
bouncing 


and rocking make him excitable and 
nervous. 


When tho baby is taken up for 


feeding or 
cleansing, 
his 
position 


should be changed from side to side 
or from lying on his back to lying 
on his stomach. 
But the head and 


back must be kept straight and the 
arms and feet free. Tho ears should 
be kept straight and 
flat on 
the 


head. 
The eyes should be protected 


from direct light. 


This is the correct way to hold a 


baby: 


I^ay him on his back on your left 


arm, supporting the nock and head 


i with the palm 
of the 
hand 
and 


fingers, pressing him 
close to 
the 


body with the 
left 
elbow. 
Never 


throw a baby over the shoulder. 


A baby should not be encouraged 


to hold up his own h»ad until he is 
four months old, or sit up until he 
is six m6nths old. 


Never pick up a child by tho arms 


—grasp him firmly by the shoulders 
or body. 


A baby should have regular hours 


for nursing and for slt-cp. Ho should 
be put to b»d on iimo 
and nt 
the 


same time each day. 
His bath, out- 


Ing, play timo and everything neces- 
sary to his* care should be done with 
regularity. 


This establishes good 
habits. 
If 


he has the right port of care when he 
is little, and is trained in tho right 
sort of habits from (lie first day of 
his Hfo. he will grow and 
develop 


properly. 


Careless 
and 
irregular 
feeding, 


keeping him 
awake at 
all 
hours, 


n rousing him from 
sloop to 
show 


him to the neighbors, and keeping 
him generally upset 
will

baby unhappy and cross.
